"U Is- well for us that sound waves 
of all frequencies travel at the same 
rate. Otherwi.so, when listening to 
an orchestra piav'm; «<■ iii:.i,-ht tin', 
ourselves In the; peculiar situation of 
hearing the bass note* before the 
tenor notes," said Professor II. K. 
lîellley In a lecture on "Sound Waves" 
yesterday afternoon In the Physics 
Piuild'ng. 

This lecture was the second ot a 
series of ten, on ".Sound and lis Re- 
lation to Music.' 

Professor Heill'-y explained how 
ouch musical Instrument sends out 
sound waves ;ind how these w.avos 
travel throiigii llie air. IJai li molec- 
ule of a'r behaves exaeily like .i 
pendulum. In the pro.oss of oscilla- 
tion .1 vibrator sends out bits ot en- 
ergy which set the particles of uir 
witli v.'il.li llioy collie in teniae! !'i 
lliol'ou.

raivl'action, wave-length and Idiaac 
were given by the lecturer. 

The speeil of sound Waves In air l.^ 
almiit IPiO fei't per .second. In w:it,^r 
4700 and In steel 10.500. .More tlia:i 
one set of waves can travel tliroug i 
the .same medium at tho samo time. 
OHu-rwiso only one person could use 
Ih"; .ilr at one fme. 

Professor noilley outlined some o: 
liie properties of sound Waves. Sound 
may Ix) reflected and refraclod. In 
auditoriums and niiisio studios the 
rofi-.-i'tloii of soiiiuls from tlie walls 
mii:it be given careful consldcraton 
during the construction ot tho build- 
ings. 

Tho lecturer performed many ev- 
pH-lmciits to Uliistratp tho properties 
of sound.

The study of Hi.«tory i.s of great iniiwrtancc 
to our life today. It iirive? a man a broiulened 
outlook, a .<obercd judgement, a background 
again.st which to gauge the value of modern 
innovations: It enable.^ a man to profit by the 
psi:! once of tiiose who lived in pr.ft centuries, 
to l)i iiig io present problem.s the light of past 
e.\p&nencc'. The .-tato^man. the law>-er. the in- 
tlustriali.st, the .social worker: all will find a 
measure of historical knowledge essential if 
tîïîiSStWvjfllUview their work in its true perspec- 
tive. 

Yet the fundamental benefits of . History 
have not .seemed practical enough to thoSe prac- 
tical men who endow .scholarships. Conse- 
i|Ueiitiy. ailiiuugh there are very many schol- 
ar.siiips and pi"i<;f s uiieii to .<tudents in other 
lieiiarlments and other faculties, there are none 
at all in lli.slory. 

This i.s the state of affairs which the His-- 
lorical Club has .set il.sclf to I'ectify. The mem- 
bers of the club know the value of their depart- 
ment; they arc aiding it in the most judicious 
!'nd beneficial manner possible. 



YOUTH AND AGE 

Sir ^^"i!liam Osier .«omewhere .said that 
wiicn a miùv reached the age of sixty he had 
pa.-^ed the age of u.^efulnes."? both to .srx-iety and 
10 him.sdf. He .should, therefore, quietly and 
|iaiii!c.«.sly bi; relieved of the tedium of e.\istence. 

'I'liere liave not been lacking other well- 
i:nown writers to .supiwrt the .same view, as 
t'lerc have not been lacking followers of the 
( ictfonian iili a that old age is the fulfilment of 
lifo.s e.\i)erieiice. 

Xow Sir William Osier was a doctor, whilè 
Ciieio way. not. Theiclore Sir William knéw 
(hat old age pliysically does not always mean 
tliti fulfilment of youths energy. In the v.orld 
of effort it me.'tn.s the decline of youths power 
and aml)ition. Sometimes, not always, it means 
hopeIe.<i.sncs.s. 

We do nut hold to the universality of the 
i;iw. we (Id not Ijelieve that all men past the age 
(»f fifty are unpioduclive incumbents of this 
tcrrestia! sphere. Even apart from this a man 
who has been of benefit to humanity in his 
younger years deserves to at the very least an 
(|uiet senescence in peaceful retirement. 

While all this is true, old age, in the eager 
push of world iirogress, must give way to the 
vigour of youth. 

Youth is the period of ambition, of cner- 
gy and of achievements. Old age ife oftèn a 
period of reaction towarda conservatism, while 
at the .same lime the youthful belief in the in- 
herent goodhes.s of human nature has Ixsen, if 
not altogether lost, at léast sorely tried. 

Old age, .says Cicero, is the time of philo- 
sophical reflection and mature judgment. Old 
age might more properly be regarded as a time 
'for peaceful leposc in retirement for the 
struggles of the world, a world which so often 
progresses fa.ster than the people who make it 
move. There is a certain dread, irresistableness 
about the slowly gathering momentum of move- 
ments tliat get started in this little world. Soon 
enougli the ball starts. rolling with speed enough 
tb outstrip its starters, and they must fall back, 
exhau.sted to give place to the i'reshei", strongei-, 
younger generation. 

One gets old fast enough. Tt is never too 
young to be young, and ))urpo.soful. And ihîù 
is »xsic\]y what the world iieèdis.

VIVID PORlRAYAL 
OF PERSEC V TIONS 
I N MEXIC O 

RED MEXICO, By Captain Francis MeCullagh; Mont- 
real, Louis Carrier & Co. pp. 415. Price fS.SO.

'■Jil one word. Amcric.i"i iiitorit-roiic.: wiili .Mexico 
ruined Mc.xicr/— " stiilor.Ai'.t. icptatcd uiid rl:ilior,Hi rl in 
several |>!.-ic« in iiis new book "Red .\Ic.\ico," ,iiid b.ickeJ up 
by rcni.irks of" Th-todorc l'!oo..icvclt, Charles lîvans MiikIics 
and çther le.ndtue -Sincricans h tlic key to Captain ^IcCtil- 
lagh's striking e.\posc of tlic present state of affair:; in 
>icxito. He flays Président Wilson for his '•hysterical intcr- 
fcrrncc" in \\:c ni.-iitrr of !;;v;iik lh<; ii\ ilii; vote :iMi| fur 
"helping into the .-a'iillc a very disreputable gang of .Me.\i- 
ciiii". JIc is critically condemnatory of President Coolidgc'.i 
course in "rcfttsing to intervene or even to ine economic or 
financiiil pressure or the Arin.s Umbargo" saying that this 
attitude will le.nd lo the disruption of his Southern neiglibor. 
.■\nd one (Iocs not have lo read very closely between tlie 
lines to find tliat lie attributes the attitude of these men to 
the greed of American flii.iiicial and induslrial interests, aiid 
to the powerful inflitetiee of the Methodists and Ihc Uap- 
tists. the people who pnt over iirohibiiioii in the States. 

The .«iibtitle '".A Kcij-n of Tcrrur in .Xmcrica" is no 
ini.-.non-,er. Tliere are sonic 150 pages devoted to relating 
various incidents in this reign. 'I'hcy read like stories of the 
French Revolution, but whereas the latter was frankly a 
rcvohitioii. .MeMicn is iinminally ,t civilized eoinitry, with an 
rlnhor^itc and np-to-dntc const ilntioii, .md with a civilized 
:ir,d idealistic iKislibor wlio >hr>nld Ik horrified at these 
things. Captain McCullagh gives vivid descriptions of many 
executions and outrages, and includes pictures of the e.\- 
C'-minns, one fif the body of a jiricbt strung up in a 

I)iil)lie .sipi.-irc tor the edification of others who might c.ire 
to worship or pre:tch as they liked. lie goc- into eonsidcrahlc 
detail .ibout the (•.xeciitioti in Xovcinbcr 11'27 of Father Pro 
.Inare/. and his three companion-- who were shot entirely il- 
legally nml upiMi no evidence at all. In proof of this latter 
ca:e he '|ii.iics ;i liriei pr^piircd liy a group of Mcxic.iii 
l.iu-ycis, \\liioh iiieidentally, was presented to tlic United 
States .Nmbassador to .Mtxic6, Mr. Dwight W. Morrow, 
who is slated never to have answered it. 

• * « • 

Wrapped in a vi.-.lintly conceived .T.id IiIivkI curdling 
i.ici.r; wl'.icli li.f, not belie its contents. "Red Me.xiro" and 
its author h.ive had a tempestuous career. Cr,pi:ilii McÙtil- 
Ingh it u veteran war correspondent and at present resident 
'a Paris. He has been active {•if \ears in lite eaii.^e of Rn-- 
.-ia. tiring in that coutury during its reign of terror, and has 
writtea two books. ".\ Prisoner .Among the Reds" and "The 
BoUhcvik l'crseciition of Christianity" He stales that much 
of his information about Mexico was obtained during two 
trips to titat country, c.nc in l')24 at the beginning of the 
Calles regime and tlic ■ tlicr in 1027, also during a year 
spent in travelling tiirough i.atin America.' llf was expelled 
from Mexico each time. 

The book was first prepared as a scries of newspaper 
articles hut the papers :iilcr tlie liril tew il.irie>. totmd 
them loo "hot.'' It wai then rewritten into book form, but 
again could could find no market hi New York, all the 
publishers being afraid lo touch it. Finally after acceptance 
i)y Carrier's of Montreal, it was submitted to the Càtliolic 
Book Chib in Xcw York, who approved it. Then, due lo 
the religious question in the I'nited Slates political situation 
.it liàçi to be held over' niitil after the elections, and in the 
mean tinic it was examined by lawyers for possible causes 
of liberal proceedings, for it contains many pungent personal 
remarks. .\nd so finally ii cotiies to the publie, one of ili:; 
inosi rcni.",rkablc bo-sks on the state of modern countries 
since Catherine -Mayo's ".Mother India". It is thoroughly up 
to date, having supplementary chapters on tlic assasiiution 
of General Obrcgon last summer and on th« "election" of 
General Portes Gil as provisional President last September. 

• * * * 

In order to understand the rtcciii situation, one must go 
liack some years ajid trace lite ebb and flow of Liberalism 
and the acticins of the United States during that period. For 
seventy years according to Captain McCullagh, .America, as 
rrpvesented by the b^ii'.ker-. iiKinnf;iclurers, capitalists, poli- 
lioi.iiis. piibliei-ts who Iiavc directed her foreign and 
domestic policy irom behiiul the scenes, has b,ickcxl up every 
anti-clerical and revolutionary movement in Mexico. Tlic 
notable exception is the period 1877-1911 when the con- 
jfrvalive PnrfinVi Dinz was President, and even he, although 
he did not jicrsecuto the ^.'ûlholie^, did not remove the anti- 
clerical laws of his predecessor, Juarez, from the books, and 
did not allow the Catholics to form a political party. Juarez 
was the first to start the wholesale pillage of the Church 
which is even now going on. When others atteinptcd to re- 
move him, the United Stales interfered, causing the down- 
fall of his opponents. Jilarcz' reign of terror led to the ap- 
pearance of the F.niperor Muxitnilian, who had the support 
moit decent Mexicans. 

.N'cvcrtheless, .America supplied amis and ammunition lo 
.hiarez, who continued to elect and reelect iiimscK President. 
(!);i his death in 1872 the country,, was left at the tnercy of 
innumerable armed bandits from whom Diaz emerged 
iriumpiKint. b'or thirty years he ruled comparatively well 
niitil o\frihrowni by .Madero, under the auspices of the 
United Slates. He. however, was soon overthrown by Huerta, 
a strong Catholic and Conservative, who was displaced in 
f.Tvor of Carranza and the Socialist and anti-clerical gang 
now in the .--addle, through the flagrsjit intervention of 
President Wilson who refused to recognise Iliicrt,-. after 
i:\cry other nation had done so. A whole clwptcr, backed by 
ofi'icial .American statistics and slatcmenis by li. L. Wilson, 
an Ambassador lo México, (Theodore ftooscvcH, and Charles 
Evans Hughes is devoted to Wilson and his course, and in 
connection with other stories now coming lo light shows 
ili.it the Professor of the I'ourteen Points, ihc man who was 
re.elccte<i on the slogati "He kept us out of the War", was 
a misinformed, idealistic incompetent. 

• ' * * * 

However, we cannot dwell loo long on the past. Carrania 
was in turn overthrown by his suppobcd friciid.s Obregon 
iuid Calles, who arc directly rcsiioiisibit: for the present 
reign of terror. Under tlicm, "Murder Gang", Mexico 
is now the home of wholesale giaflintr, the scene of constant 
as.sas.sination, and a .synonym for banditry, civil strife, cor- 
rupt adiiiiiiisiraiioii, ami religious jierseeution, according to 
Captain McCullagh. He devotes two chapters lo Calles, 
Haying him unmercifully, piimiig on him responsibility, for 
the bloodshed and corruption, due he Sitys to his (Calks') 
maniacal hatred of the Roman Calholic Church and lo his 
overwhelming greed.

Dean Falconbridge Gave First 
Of Three Lectures 



"The conflict of laws: AVltlt special 
rofereiico to tho .vale of goods," was 
the subject >t tho lecture given by 
Hean l''aloonbridj,'o of t.isitoodo Hall, 
in thn Art.s UuJIdiii;; yesterday after- 
noon. The lecture i.s one of a series 
ot Ihrco tho other two to be' given to- 
day and tomorrow.
